PRIVATE  WARDS— SCALE  OF  CHARGES. 

Ward  with  1  bed — 1\  and  8^-  gns.  per  week. 

Ward  with  2  beds — 5-^-  gns.  per  week. 

The  above  charges  include  ordinary  nursing,  but  are  exclusive  of 
Physicians’  or  Surgeon’s  fees  which  are  a  matter  of  arrangement  between 
the  patient  and  the  Doctor  concerned. 

Special  nursing,  special  drugs,  use  of  operating  theatre,  X-Ray  and 
Pathological  examinations  and  physiotherapy  are  not  included  in  the 
above  charges. 

Subscribers  of  not  less  than  £2  2s.  Od.  p.a.  are  entitled,  three 
months  after  their  first  annual  payment,  to  the  following  reduction  : 

Subject  to  the  rules  of  the  Hospital,  a  man,  his  wife  and 
children,  up  to  the  age  of  15  will  be  entitled  to  admission  to  the 
Private  Wards  at  a  reduction  of  £2  2s.  Od.  per  week  for  4  weeks 
on  the  above  charges,  in  any  one  year. 

GENERAL  WARDS— SCALE  OF  CHARGES 

Patients  who  are  not  members  of  the  Sevenoaks  Hospital  Aid 
Scheme  or  a  similar  contributory  Association  are  asked  to  pay  a  mini¬ 
mum  weekly  of  £\  11s.  6d.  to  £3  3s.  Od.  Those  who  are  in  a  position 
to  pay  more  are  asked  to  do  so.  Patients  who  are  unable  to  pay  the 
minimum  charges  are  asked  to  communicate  with  the  Secretary  and 
House  Governor. 

SPECIALIST  OUT-PATIENT  DEPARTMENT. 

A  minimum  consultation  fee  of  2/6  is  payable  by  all  patients  who 
attend  any  of  the  out-patient  specialist  clinics  attached  to  the  Hospital. 
Hospital  Aid  Scheme  patients  are  treated  free  on  production  of  a 
voucher. 

X-RAY  DEPARTMENT 

Ordinary  Hospital  patients  attending  for  X-Ray  will  be  charged  a 
regulation  fee  in  accordance  with  the  type  of  X-Ray  examination 
performed.  Hospital  Aid  Scheme  patients  are  covered  for  treatment 
on  submission  of  the  usual  voucher. 

Private  X-Ray  patients  are  charged  in  accordance  with  an  approved 
scale.

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PRESIDENT’S  REPORT  FOR  1946. 

T  HAVE  pleasure  in  presenting  the  73rd  Annual  Report  and 
^  Accounts  for  the  year  1946. 

1946  can  be  truly  said  to  have  been  a  momentous  year  in 
the  annals  of  the  Hospital  Service. 

The  National  Health  Bill  was  published  in  the  Spring,  and 
after  having  been  debated  in  and  out  of  Parliament  in  Novem¬ 
ber  became  the  Act,  amended  and  approved  in  some  particulars 
from  its  original  form,  but  remaining  substantially  the  measure 
first  introduced  by  the  Minister  of  Health.  There  is  little 
doubt  that  the  Act  will  duly  come  into  operation  in  1948. 

In  the  meantime  it  is  the  duty  of  your  Board  to  maintain 
the  Hospital  at  its  present  efficient  level,  and  it  looks  forward 
with  confidence  to  those  many  friends  of  the  Hospital  who  in 
the  past  have  given  help  in  so  very  many  ways,  to  continue 
their  assistance  until  such  time  as  the  Hospital  system  is 
absorbed  into  the  State  Service. 

Obituary. 

Your  Committee  record  with  deep  regret  the  death  of  one 
who  in  the  past  gave  great  service  to  your  Hospital.  I  refer  to 
the  late  Pay-Master  Rear  Admiral  H.  M.  C.  Elliott,  Chairman 
of  the  Hospital  from  1933  until  1945  and  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Management  from  1933  until  1946.  The  news  of 
Admiral  Elliott’s  death  followed  very  swiftly  on  that  of  Mrs. 
Elliott.  No  words  of  mine  are  adequate  with  which  to  refer  to 
the  splendid  service  rendered  by  both  these  friends,  and  I  can 
only  say  that  by  their  passing  the  institution  which  they  both 
loved,  is  the  poorer.  To  perpetuate  their  memory,  your  Board 
have  agreed  to  place  a  Memorial  Plaque  in  the  Hospital  Chapel, 
a  building  which  the  late  Mrs.  Elliott  took  so  much  interest  in, 
and  which  it  was  her  heart’s  desire  to  see  built. 

In  the  early  part  of  1947,  Miss  Mabel  Wilkinson  of  “  Frank- 
held,”  Seal  Chart,  passed  away.  It  will  be  recalled  that  for 
very  many  years,  the  late  Miss  Wilkinson  gave  much  of  her 
time  and  did  much  wonderful  work  for  the  Hospital.  It  is 
difficult  for  me  to  say  just  how  much  we  owe  to  this  lady  for 
her  devotion  to  the  Sevenoaks  Hospital,  and  it  is  fitting  that 
your  Board  have  agreed  to  name  the  double  private  ward  “  The 
Mabel  Wilkinson  Ward  ”  to  her  memory. 

Yet  another  great  supporter  passed  away  in  the  early  part 
of  1947  in  the  person  of  Lord  Mildmay  of  Flete.  The  late  Lord 
Mildmay  had  been  a  Vice-President  of  the  Hospital  since  its 
foundation  in  1870,  and  your  Board  record  with  gratitude  his 
great  services  to  Sevenoaks  and  its  Hospital. 
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Income  and  Expenditure  Account. 

From  this  account  it  will  be  seen  that  Expenditure 
exceeded  Income  to  the  extent  of  £237  2s.  10d.,  but  that  there 
was  a  credit  balance  at  the  Bank  on  December  31st,  1946, 
amounting  to  £1577  10s.  Id.  This  was  made  possible  in  some 
measure  to  the  receipt  of  a  grant  of  £2490  from  the  Kent 
Education  Committee  under  the  Education  Act,  1944,  being 
half  the  payment  for  the  treatment  of  School-Children  from 
maintained  schools  in  the  area.  It  is  expected  that  a  similar 
sum  will  be  received  during  the  present  year  to  cover  costs  up 
to  and  including  March  31st,  1947. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Income  has  been  well  main¬ 
tained —  subscriptions,  donations,  patients  payments,  Hospital 
Aid  Scheme  contributions,  etc.,  being  well  up  to  standard.  We 
have  to  thank  many  who  so  kindly  organized  entertainments 
and  gave  financial  help  to  our  funds,  and  in  particular  those 
who  initiated  the  Darts  Competition,  and  the  O.W.L.S.  for 
%  their  most  successful  Gymkhana. 

As  expected,  expenditure  has  risen  considerably.  With 
the  adoption  of  the  Rushcliffe  Scale  of  Salaries  for  Nurses,  and 
the  introduction  of  new  scales  prepared  by  the  National  Joint 
Council  for  Hospitals  and  Allied  Institutions  for  domestics, 
porters  and  other  staff,  salaries  and  wages  have  increased  by 
over  £1700.  Rising  costs  of  all  commodities  is  responsible  for 
increases  elsewhere  in  the  account,  and  your  Committee  can¬ 
not  hope  to  show  any  marked  decrease  in  expenditure  during 
1947. 

Balance  Sheet. 

It  will  be  noted  in  the  Balance  Sheet  that  under  item  3 
Capital  Accounts  (a)  Hospital  Endowments  that  a  sum  of 
£1250  has  been  transferred  to  General  Fund  Capital,  this 
amount  representing  legacies  and  gifts  which  are  not  attached 
to  any  Trust,  and  which  is  free  Capital  to  be  spent  for  the 
general  maintenance  of  the  Hospital.  In  the  1947  annual 
report  further  details  in  regard  to  this  matter  will  be  given. 

Legacy. 

During  the  year  the  sum  of  £2450  was  received,  being  the 
balance  due  in  respect  of  the  “  Rayner  Felix  Baker  ”  Bequest. 
Under  the  terms  of  the  Will,  this  amount  has  been  invested, 
and  is  shown  on  the  Balance  Sheet.  We  are  indeed  grateful 
for  this  additional  assistance. 

Statistical  Tables. 

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  nursing  staff,  your  Board  were 
compelled  to  close  the  male  medical  ward  during  the  whole  of 
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1946.  In  addition  the  women’s  surgical  ward  was  closed  for  a 
period,  and  due  to  infection,  the  children’s  ward  was  also 
shut  for  approximately  four  weeks.  Due  to  these  closures,  the 
average  number  of  patients  in  hospital  daily  fell  from  45.3  in 
.  1945  to  42.1  in  1946.  Out-Patients  and  X-Ray  examinations 
have  increased  considerably,  out-patients  numbering  2186  in 
1946  against  1651  in  1945.  X-Ray  patients  rose  from  2466  in 
1945  to  2948  in  1946.  930  in-patients  were  admitted  to  the 

wards  against  1011  in  1945.  561  major  operations  and  623 

minor  operations  were  performed. 

Ladies’  Hospital  Association. 

I  again  express  on  behalf  of  your  Committee  our  deep 
sense  of  gratitude  to  the  Ladies’  Hospital  Association  under 
their  hard-working  Chairman,  Mrs.  Hugh  Grace.  The  annual 
“  Pound  Day  ”  was  a  record,  £488  in  cash  being  received 
against  £426  9s.  2d.  in  1945.  The  value  of  goods  increased 
from  £163  in  1945  to  £190  in  1946.  To  the  organisers  and  to 
all  who  assisted  in  this  splendid  effort  grateful  thanks  is 
extended.  During  the  year  the  Association  organized  a 
Recital  at  King’s  Hall,  Sevenoaks,  at  which  Dame  Sybil 
Thorndike  very  generously  gave  her  services.  In  addition 
Bring  and  Buy  ’  ’  Sales  were  held  at  * ‘  Charles  Oak,  ’  ’  Chevening, 
and  also  at  “  Bitchet  Wood,”  Stone  Street.  From  these 
three  events  nearly  £300  was  realised.  The  Association 
knowing  that  the  Hospital  was  in  dire  need  of  a  new 
refrigerator  generously  defrayed  the  whole  cost  amounting  to 
£240,  and  in  addition  provided  sufficient  money  to  enable  the 
wireless  installation  to  be  renovated.  Not  content  with  these 
efforts,  a  vegetable  collection  was  organized  throughout  the 
district,  with  the  result  that  vegetables  to  the  value  of  some 
£60  were  sent  into  the  Hospital  in  addition  to  the  various 
amounts  in  cash.  Such  assistance  as  this  is  most  encouraging 
to  your  Board,  and  we  are  grateful  to  all  who  gave  money, 
goods  and  time  to  these  respective  effQrts.

Alexandra  Rose  Day. 

Under  the  able  directorship  of  Mrs.  Harper,  Alexandra 
Rose  Day  produced  no  less  than  £387  19s.  4d.,  and  to  all 
who  assisted  by  way  of  collecting  and  giving  we  say  a  special 
“Thank  You.” 

Ladies’  Visiting  Committee. 

Many  useful  improvements  have  been  effected  through  the 
recommendations  of  this  Committee  under  the  Chairmanship 
of  Miss  Burnaby-Atkins.  It  is  so  helpful  to  have  the  assistance 
of  a  Committee  whose  members  give  up  so  much  time  to  help 
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the  Committee  of  Management  in  its  work,  and  we  are  truly 
grateful  to  all  members  of  the  Ladies’  Visiting  Committee. 

Ladies’  Linen  League. 

Our  renewed  thanks  are  tendered  to  members  of  the  Linen 
League,  and  in  particular  to  Miss  M.  Cross,  who  undertake  the 
task  of  providing  blankets,  sheets,  etc.,  for  the  wards  and  the 
Nurses  Hostel.  The  expenditure  on  bedding  is  very  large  in  a 
Hospital,  and  for  very  many  years  the  Linen  League  have 
been  instrumental  in  saving  the  Institution  many  hundreds  of 
pounds.

Radiologist. 

The  Medical  Staff  have  continued  their  great  work 
throughout  the  year.  We  are  indebted  to  Dr.  N.  Hay  Bolton, 
M.D.,  D.T.M  &  H.,  F.R.C.S.,  who  has  continued  to  attend  the 
hospital  to  perform  many  operations,  and  our  thanks  are 
extended  to  both  the  hospital  medical  staff  and  the  consulting 
specialists  who  give  their  skill  and  attention  to  the  patients. 

Conclusion. 

So  many  friends  have  given  their  wholehearted  support 
during  1946  that  it  is  impossible  to  single  out  any  particular 
person,  but  it  can  be  assured  that  your  Board  are  greatly 
appreciative  of  the  loyal  help  so  willingly  given  to  the  Hospital. 
Without  such  support  the  Hospital  would  have  been  unable  to 
continue  its  service  to  the  patients,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
for  the  period  which  remains  to  us  as  a  voluntary  hospital,  all 
supporters  in  the  past  will  assist  us  in  the  future. 

Our  Nursing  Staff  under  the  able  leadership  of  Matron 
(Miss  M.  A.  Jeffery)  and  her  Assistant  have  given  yeoman 
service  under  trying  circumstances.  To  the  Secretary  and 
House  Governor  (Mr.  S.  B.  Sargeant)  and  his  Staff,  the  Radio¬ 
graphers,  Porters,  Domestics  and  all  others  our  thanks  are 
conveyed  for  the  efficient  manner  in  which  their  work  has  been 
carried  out  throughout  the  year.

RULES  OF  THE  SCHEME. 

1.  The  Scheme  is  to  be  entirely  on  a  voluntary  basis. 

(a)  In  return  for  a  weekly  payment  of  threepence, 
provided  their  income  is  not  above  £200  p.a., 
members  are  entitled  to  free  treatment  in  the 
Sevenoaks  Hospital  twelve  weeks  after  the  first 
payment  has  been  made.  Assistance  is  also  given 
to  members  and  their  dependants  should  they  be 
admitted  to  any  other  voluntary  hospital  in  Great 
Britain.  Similar  arrangements  apply  to  contri¬ 
butors  who  are  admitted  to  County  Council 
hospitals. 

(b)  Similar  benefits  may  be  enjoyed  by  those  whose 
incomes  range  from  £200  to  £375  p.a.  on  payment 
of  £1  annually 

2.  Every  case  must  be  certified  by  a  doctor  as  suitable  for 

hospital  treatment. 

3.  When  requiring  treatment,  contributors  should  take 

their  card  to  their  collector  who  will  give  them  a 
certificate  which  must  be  handed  in  at  the  Hospital 
and  which  will  entitle  them  to  free  treatment. 
Members  who  fail  to  produce  the  necessary 
voucher  will  be  presented  with  an  account. 

4.  Assistance  is  also  given  to  contributors  where  out¬ 

patient  treatment  has  to  be  given  away  from  the 
hospital 

NOTE. — The  Sevenoaks  Hospital  aid  scheme  will  remain  in 
being  until  such  time  as  H.M.  Government  make 
full  arrangement  for  treatment  in  Hospitals  under 
the  National  Health  Act,  1946.  Full  details, 
when  available  will  be  sent  to  all  collectors.

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REPORT. 

October,  1945,  to  December,  1946. 


The  L.H.A.  having  been  in  abeyance  during  the  war  years, 
1939 — 45,  has  published  no  report  since  1939.  A  short  account 
therefore,  of  its  activities  since  its  re-organisation  in  October, 
1945,  may  be  of  interest.  In  passing,  however,  it  is  satis¬ 
factory  to  record  that  even  during  those  six  moriband  years, 
the  L.H.A.  contributed  £3,431  to  Hospital  Funds  by  collecting 
boxes  and  by  the  Annual  Pound  Day  which  was  held  under 
very  great  difficulties. 

In  the  late  Autumn  of  1945  it  was  felt  that  our  Association 
should  come  to  life  again,  but  it  was  not  easy  to  start  afresh, 
and  that  winter  was  chiefly  spent  in  re-forming  our  Central 
Committee  and  local  Branch  Committees.  The  death  of 
Margaret  Elliott,  our  first  Hon.  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  in 
February,  1946,  was  a  grevious  loss  to  the  L.H.A.  into  which 
she  had  put  all  her  energy  and  enthusiasm  ;  we  owed  her  much. 
But  we  are  fortunate  in  having  Mrs.  Platt  as  her  successor,  and 
she  has  proved  herself  to  be  an  able  and  energetic  Secretary. 

Pound  Day  in  March  produced  £500  in  cash  and  goods 
valued  at  nearly  £190,  thanks  to  our  splendid  collectors.  These 
figures  showed  a  substantial  increase  on  previous  years. 

During  the  past  Autumn  local  branches  have  organised 
vegetable  collections  which  have  been  valued  at  £60. 

In  March,  Dame  Sybil  Thorndike  gave  a  delightful  Recital 
in  the  King’s  Hall,  Sevenoaks,  by  which  a  sum  of  £113  was 
realised. 

During  the  summer,  two  Bring  and  Buy  Sales  were  held  in 
the  gardens  of  Charles  Oak,  Chevening  and  Bitchet  Wood, 
Stone  Street,  resulting  in  a  total  sum  of  £177 — in  spite  of  the 
bad  weather  on  the  second  of  these  occasions.  We  were  very 
grateful  to  Mr.  Micklem  for  the  use  of  his  lovely  garden. 

With  the  proceeds  of  these  two  efforts  we  have  been  able  to 
present  a  large  and  much  needed  Refrigerator  to  the  Hospital, 
costing  £240,  and  have  also  paid  for  the  complete  overhaul  of 
the  wireless  installation  throughout  the  building. 
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At  Christmas,  1945  and  1946,  we  have  contributed  £10 
towards  Matron’s  Christmas  Fund.  To  sum  up,  we  have 
provided  for  the  Hospital  the  following  amounts  in  the  past 
year  :
